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Yemen Immigrant

migrant from the Arab nation of 
Yemen and his two sons were 
held in $100,000 bail each Sun- 
day in connection with an al- 
leged plot to assassinate Presi- 
dent-elect Richard M* Nixon. ■ 

Ahmad Rageh Namer, 43, and 
his sons, Hussein, 20, and Abdoi 
IS, stood silent at their arraign- 
ment in h Brooklyn Criminal 
Court on charges of conspiracy 
to assassinate Nixon, criminal 
solicitation, and possession c i 
dangerous instruments and ap- 
pliances. 

They were arrested Saturday 
night by the Secret Service and 
police, who burst into their tene* 
ment apartment in Brooklyn; 
Authorities said ar carbine and a 
rifle, 24 rounds of ammunition 
and three; long knives were 
seized, 1 

The officers had a search 
warrant they said was obtained 
after an ' unnamed informant 
told police the three men had 
tried to recruit him for the as- 
sassination plot because he was 
an expert marksman. 

The informant, said to be a

: police said. He reported that 
just after the election the Na-

No motive for the assassina- 
tion plot, has been revealed, btit 
Nixon— like Democrat Hubert 
H, Humphrey— has said that the 
United States is committed to 
preserve Israel and should 
maintain that nation’s arms su- 
I periorrty over its Arab foes, 

A Jordanian immigrant. Sir- 
han B. Sirhan, goes on trial ^ 
Dec* 9 in the assassination of 
Sen, Rcfrert F. Kennedy last 
June. Kennedy also advocated 
arms aid to Israel. 

In Washington, the Secret 
Service said any attempt to link 
the plot with the assassination 
of Kennedy was "pure specula- 
tion at the moment," 

Police said their informant 
told them the Namers took him 
to their apartment and showed 1 
him three rifles, all equipped 1 
with sniperscopes, He said he 
stalled them and decided to ex- 
pose the conspiracy by an anon- 
ymous phone call to police. 

Police traced the call to a 
Brooklyn bar, where they took 
the informant into custody. 
They said he seemed relieved. 

Dozens of city and federal of- 
ficers took part hi the seizure of 
the Namers. To gain entry, one 

of them posed as the building
